Newton's life and achievements were 
the theme of Professor Draper's lec- 
ture to the College, on Friday night, 
and the history of this " wisest of 
mankind." was presented in a way 
which (Hichained the interest during 
the whole course of the lecture. The 
fainiliiir story of Newton's boyhood, of 
the historical apple and of the no less 
historical diaiuond, was briefly 
touched ui)on, and then the great 
triumphs in the domain of science 
which place Newton first and foremost 
among tho world's great intellects 
were explained as fully as the limited 
time wouM allow. These discoverfes 
were all in the sciences of optic?, 
luatbomatics and astronomy, and the 
most remarkable fact about (hem is, 
that they wore made when Newton 
was still a very young man, though 
they were not giv'*'.'i to the world un 
ill long after. Tuus, in 166G, while 
only twenty four years old, he ex 
plained those phenomena in optics, 
which had puzzled tho greatest investi- 
gators liefore his time — tho composi- 
tion and refraction of light, and fur- 
ther on, as a result of lliesediscover 
ies, constructed the first reflecting 
telescope in the world — the progenitor, 
as it were, of those great instruments 
of Herschel and Kosse, which in our 
own times excite our wonder and 
adniiralion. 

In algebra and geometry, he solved 
problems which had hitherto been in- 
surmountable, and invented the cele- 
oraled binomial theorem and tho flux- 
ions, the basis of onr present calculus. 
Great as these achievements were, he 
made still greaters ones in the domain 
of astronomy. lie was only twenty- 
tiv(% when the tradTtion.-il apple called 
his atfenti(m to the laws of moving 
bodies, and owing to an inaccurate as- 
sumption of the kngth of a degree, he 
all but solved the problem at the time. 
Sixteen years later, when Picard's 
experiments had determined tho exact 
length of a degree, ho resumed his 
researches and discovered that su- 
l)liine law which is at present tho foun- 
il.'ition of tlie whole science of astro 
iiomy — tho law of universal gravita- 
tion. As coiis(pients of this di,«overy, 
ho further dotermined the shape, vol- 
ume and density of the earth, the or- 
bits of the comets, the procession of 
the efjuinoxes, the cause and forces of 
tho tides, and the weight and densi- 
ties of tho planets though millions 
upon millions of miles removed, and 
intimating to the casual observer no- 
thing of tho sublime laws which con- 
trol them, and which they all obey. 
Tlie influence of these dittcoveries can 
hardly be overestimated. They gave 
it once glory and stability to the 
sciences in which they were made, and 
I heir indirect results have unmeasur- 
ably increased tbe comfort, knowledge 
an(l happiiies of mankind. 

Yet Newton himself was singularly 
modest in regard lo these discoveries. 
Ho attributes them to no (extraordi- 
nary mental gift, but merely to his 
capacity of patient application, and de 
scribed liiinsolf as a child picking up 
here and there a pebble from among 
the myraids that t.trew tho shores of 
the ocean of knowltnlge. But the 
world has not for an instant boon in 
doubt as to the ti'uo cause, and by 
common C()ns(jnt ."lekiiowledges him as 
the wisest, greatest, brightest of man- 
kind. His life was pure and blameless, 
his (sharacter lofty, the only defect 
being a somewhat cold and suspicious 
temper. Ho died in lt27, at the gre.U 
age of 8,'>, having hardly ever taken 
any systematic physical exercise, but 
always the image of perfect health. 

The lecture was illustrated with dia- 
grams to illustrate refraction aud other 
optical phenomena, and was received 
all through with the greatest interest, 
being warmly apjilauded at the close. 
In our brief synopsis, wo have omitted 
tho scientific dotail.s, and given only 
what wo think might interest the 
general reader. The next of the 
Faculty lectures will be delivered 
Friday, Fob. 8lh, but we have so far 
been unable to ascertain by whom it 
will be delivered.

One evening recently, while going 
down the New York Bay. to Staten 
Island, and when about half way down, 
and were congratulating ourselves that 
the worst was over ; that the larger 
cakes of ice had been passed, and the 
bumping would be lost, our heart gave 
a big jump when we noticed in the 
moonlight what seemed an immense 
iceberg, which seemed to be coming 
at Railroad speed direct at the boat. 
The sides flashed and glittered like 
millions of diamonds in the moonlight, 
and every now and then the light from 
Bobbins Reef glanced on its sides and 
was reflected back. When we h.ad time 
to draw onrs(»lves together again, we 
noticed a puff of steam issuing from 
the centre of the floating mass and at 
the same time a hoarse whistle was 
heard, aud before we could recover 
from our astonishment one of the 
ocean "couriers" went rushing past 
On in(^niring we found that it was the 
Alaska, of the Guion Line, the " Grey

— the hull, mast and y.ards, were cover- 
ed with ico, the only thing that seems 
to have escaped the crystal covering 
were the American flag, which waved 
proudly at the bow, and the British 
flag, which took the yiost of honor at 
the stern.

There sit 
the audience, their eyes eagerly fasten- 
ed on the rapidly moving fingers of 
the pastor, tiieir eyes shining with 
intelligence and showing by their 
whole demeani^i thu lively interest 
they take in the subject.

The occasion was one of much interest 
and attendants were mutually hcnelit- 
ed by being brought int<j' contact 
with each other. In this oity on 
Christmas Day thirty deafrnutes as- 
sembled in response to an invitation to 
do honor to the memories of Gallaudet 
and Cleic, names venerated by the 
deaf-mutes of all countries. Oalliii- 
det's only object was to elevate the 
condition of tlie deaf and dumb in 
America. For tiiis cause ho wont to 
England, Scotland, and Fiiinco, and 
ilevoled his time and energies in their 
behalf. He married a mute woman, 
and wa.s never weary of instructing 
such persons. The old method of 
communication between deaf-mutes 
was by letters formed by both haiidi* ; 
of late one hand hits been found to ho 
sufficient, anrl fnany can now iinder- 
sianU each other by tiie simple articu 
lation of the lips. 

The census of 1870 reported 10,406 
deaf-mutes in the United States, while 
the census of 1880 gives the whole 
number at about 3.'),000. Exact fi- 
gures are not available, although more 
pains wore taken with the last sum 
mary. The returns, though not per- 
fect, are much nearer that point than 
anything previously attained, and 
may be all that could be expected, 
when the difficulties of the case arc 
given duo consideration. Many pa- 
rents will conceal the truth concerning 
their unfortunate children, and thus 
the census-takers will be deceived. 
One of the most intelligent deaf-mutes 
of this city was asked what piofiortioii 
of that cliwH was born so physically 
incapafjitated. To the surprise of the 
writer ho estimated it at not more 
than one-tenth of the numl^er. He 
wrote : "TJie first sensation of becom- 
ing deaf was curious. I went to bed 
hearing as well as anybody, but woke 
up stone deaf — or the world seemed 
lo me to be awful still." T'lere are 
four married couples of deaf-mutes in 
this city, all in remuneiativo employ- 
ment and 



about them, and their attention is con- 
stantly directed to tho motions of 
others and tho movements of their 
lips. There is much difference between 
those born deaf and dumb and those 
who become so by disease or accident. 
The great masH of congenital mutes 
do iiot Succeed in gaining a perfect 
command of idiomatic English, and 
the difficulty in their path is obvious. 
Semi-mutes, who lost their hearing at 
six, eight or ten years, have natiirully 
a great advantage and often expicrts 
themselves with clcariie<»8 and vigor. 
Besides the usual course of instruc- 
tion, the inmates of the Hartford Asy- 
lum are taught tailoring, slioe-mak- 
ing anil cabinet-making and turn out 
to be very rcspoctable workmen. 
Those of the highest grade of edu- 
cation or natural intelligence arc very 
sensitive and do not like to be classed 
with those on a lower plane. As one 
of them writes, "they are of all 
grades of society or standing, on the 
same average as other peo|)le." As a 
general rule they are a|)prociativo of 
kindness and grateful for favors done 
them. The (leaf mute alphabet, al- 
though it may look rather complicat- 
etl, is easily Jearned and is often of 
advantage to the learner. It appears 
that the dwellers in "tlio silent 
world " have their occasions of enjoy- 
ment.

Our Institution is 
sailing on pleasantly in full posses- 
sion of the New Year, with new re- 
solutionij, new hopes and good wishes 
from all our frii^nds. Superintendent 
Noyes bas just finished a week of ex- 
amining the several classes : not a 
rigid written examination su(!h as we 
have in June; but a kind of "inside 
look," to acquaint himself more fully 
with the progress each pupil is mak- 
ing individually. He thinks, on the 
whole, each class has made a satisfac- 
tory showing for tho work of tho past 
four months. Each cIush has a visit 
fron. our Superintendent for an hour 
or two every now and then ; and, as a 
conseipioncc, the teacheri* as well as 
the pupils f*iel greatly encouraged in 
their work.

Lawrence N. Jones, of Sand Hill, 
Oswego County, N. Y., died January 
Pith, 1884, aged 52 years. Tho funeral 
services were conducted at the resi- 
dence of Mr. Jones, by lit:v. Mr. Paul, 
rector of St. James Church, I'ulaski, 
N, Y., at 1 r.M., .January 14th, 1H84. 

Mr. .Jones was a grarlualo of the 
.New York Institution for Deaf-3Iutes 
when it was located in l''iftietb Street, 
He married, settled down to tho life of 
a farmer in his native town of Jiichland, 
Oswego County, and was a man of in- 
tegrity, of indiistriouH habits, and one of 
many friends. His first wife, a deaf- 
mute, was Miss Kinily Thorn, who also 
graduated from the New York Inst it u- 
fion. She died viry suddenly in 1877, 
leaving oik; (laughter and two sons, all 
of whom are still living to mourn 
thelossof both parents. In December, 
Mr. .Jones married Miss Ellen W. 
Evans, also a deaf-mute, of liomo, 
N. Y., who survives Imt husband. 

Mr. Jones had been in delicate 
health for some time, to all appear- 
ances declining under organic diseaHO 
of Ihe lungs. But <Iuring the first 
part of ttiis month he was attacked 
with pneumonia. In a few days, it 
became apparent that this last direase 
was beyond the control of medical ait/, 
and his spirit soon after winged its 
flight to that worhl on high, where 
there is neither p'tin nor death. 

Several deaf mutes were in attt^nd- 
ance at tbe funeral, and more would 
have been, had it not been for the 
bad roads and inclemency of the 
weather. A full house of friends and 
neighbor* were present. 

The sorrtjwing wife, children antl 
other relativoM, have the sympathy of 
a large circle of fri»!ndB. May they 
look to their Saviour in tbe days of 
(heir distress, and ho live as to meet 
the one gone before in that paradise 
of God where disease, pain, sickness 
and death never enter.

Death ol Thomas J. Hipplor.
